DRIVE TO CONTINUE 
UNTIL AFTER XMAS 

Largest Haul Is Made on. 
Mitchell Street, Where| 
More Than Tiree Gal- 
lons Are Confiscated. 


Swooping down upon alleged At- 
lanta speakeasies in a well organized 
drive against Christmas liquor, forces 
of the federal prohibition department 
and. the United States marshal Wed- 
nesday afternoon opened a vigorous 
offensive against the sale of whisky. 
Ten defendants were arrested in the 
first day's drive, and the raids will 
be kept up until after Christmas. 

Led by United States Marshal Louis 
H. Crawford, Howard P. Wright, 
deputy prohibition administrator, and 
(‘lint W. Hager, federal district at- 


torney, a wrecking crew of more than 
=U tederal agents swept over the city 
Wednesday m a rapid fire series of 
raids. The raids were made under 
Search and arrest warrants issued by 
United States Commissioner L. 38. 
Ledbetter on affidavits signed by pro- 
hibition under-cover =uen who have 
been at work in Atlanta for the past 
few weeks digging up information for 
the Christmas drive. 

Marshal Crawford led the dry forces 
over the entire route mayped out, and 
after personally serving search and 
arrest warrants at each place, left 
several deputies and agents at euch 
alleged speakeasy to conduct thorough 
searches for the confraband Christmas 


cheer. 
Ten Caught in Net. 

In the net spread out by thé gov- 
ernment, a white man and white wom- 
an and eight negroes were caught. 
The white man gave the name of Fred 
Sullivan, while the woman gave the 
name of Mrs. R. F. Sujlivan. They were 
arrested at 60 West Cain street after 
the raiders battered down a heavy 
locked and barred screen door to gain 
admission.

Beaten to Death by Inmates 
Of City Jail, Surgeon 
Reports. |

oners to be Edward Hickman, sus- 
pected kidnaper and mutilator of lit- 
tle Marion Parker, a youth who gave 
the name of Ralph McCoy, held on a'| 
theft charge was set upon and beaten | 
to death & city jail tonight, accord. | 
ing to resulis of a preliminary exam- | 
ination conducted by Police Surgeon | 
Jack Renfrew. | 

McCoy's body was suspended by a 
scarf from a. beam in the “tank” to 
make it appear that he had taken his 
oon life, it was said. He was, held 
on a suspicion of robbery charge. 

A short time before his body was 
found police had, in arresting him. 
rescued McCoy from an_ infuriated | 
mob which also suspected him of be- 
ing Hickman. 

McCoy was charged with- the hold- 
up of the clothing ‘store of Dave! 
Moss. He was said to have grabbed 
£90 from the cash register amd then 
dashed down the street. 

Moss gave chase and was joicc! 
by passershy, who thought they were 
pursuing “the Fox’’ and who wanted 
to be in on “the kill.” 

Only the drawn gun of a traffic 
officer and the quick response of a 
riot squad saved the youth then. As 
it was, most of his clothing was torn 
from his back.

Two, candidates to sneceed the late 
Charles Turner as a member of the 
Fulton county commission took the 
field Wednesday night in what 
promises to be one of the hottest polit- 
ical fights in the past several years. 

Dr. William L. Gilbert, former 
member of the commission for seven 
years and widely known in local polit- 
ical circles, and James. W. Maddox. 
furmer alderman from the fifth ward. 
police commissioner for more than 
five years and a member of the At- 
lanta board of edneation for the past 
two years, will vie for the honor, with 
prospect Wednesday night that other 
entries will get into the race before 
the lists close. 

Under the law, the governor must 


notify the ordinary that there has 
been a vacancy. The ordinary then 
advertises, immediately, that a va- 
cancy exists and sets a date for the 
election, The Fulton county board 
has no right to elect a successor if 
the next general election is more than 
six months from the time the vacancy 
occurs. 

Ordinary Thomas Jeffries could not 
set the date for the election Wednes- 
day night because he has not been 
officially notified hy the governor 
that a vacancy exists. He stated, 
however, that it probably would oc- 
cir about the middle of January.

Wounded in Hip, Brings

Shot in the hip early Wednesday 
night by one of a trio of negro bandits 
who boarded his car at the end of 
the line, A. J. Nelson, of East Point, 
operator of a “one man” trolley car 
on the McDaniel street line, foiled the 
attempted hold-up and set the three 
men to flight with pistol fire. 

The attempted hold-up took place at 
the end of the McDaniel street line 
in the Pittsburg section. Nelson had 
turned the trolley and was in the act 
of turning the seats when a_ well- 
dressed young negro boarded the car 
and handed the operator four nickels, 
asking for three fares. 

Nelson replied that three fares 
would cost 30 cents. and another ne- 
who had entered in the mean- 
while, drew a pistol and commanded 
the operator to “stick ‘em up.” 

Instead of obeying the command, 
Nelson reached for the negro’s gun 
with one hand and for his own pistol 
with the other, as a third negro en- 
tered the car. 

In the seuffle which ensued, Nelson 
was shot in the hip and managed to

The last 
parcel contains 107 acres. 

Development of the Bobby Jones 
golf course in Peachtree Creek park, 
to be the first 18-hole municipal golf 
course in the city, will be begun after 
January 1. At the same time, Fulton 
county will start work on the two 
other 18-hole golf courses, one to be 
located in each of the newly acquired 
strips.

Diver Tells 


RISKS LIFE TO RESCUE PAL AS AIR LINE FOULS 


Of Heroic Work on Sub 


Own Story

On Board U. 8S. 8. Falcon, Flag- 
ship Rescue Fleet, Provincetown, 
Mass., December 21.—When word was 
flashed that the submarine S-4 had 
sunk 1 was at my home in Newport 
on week-end leave. The officer of 
the deck at the station telephoned 
the news and said all divers were to 
report at once. 

After we were assembled—eleven 
of us—we started in three fast auto- 
mobiles. The Rhode Island state po- 
lice cleared traffic to Fall River. 
From there the Massachuse‘ts state 
troopers gave us clear road to Fair- 


haven. We arrived in Provincetown

at 12:30 o’cloek Sunday morning. 
boarded the Falcon. 

The vessel, at anchor, had picked ur 
a line attached to a yellow buoy. . The 
buoy was anchored to a grapnel which 
had been dragged by the coast guard 


all hoped it was the submarine. 
While the Faleon was maneuvering 
into better position, I put on three 
suits of heavy woolen underwear and 
three pairs of woolen socks. A ther- 


mometer sent over side to the bottom 
showed the temperature there was 
34—pretty cold. I wore wuolen gloves, 
which fitted inside waterproof mittens 
of canvas, lined with rubber, and in 
turn. were cemented at the wrists to 
the diving suit. This combination was 
a special device developed through our 
experience of the S-51 disaster. 

Lowered Over Side. 
was a little after 1 w’clock in 
the afternoon when they finished 
dressing me. The diving suit, with 
shoes and helmet weighed 200 pounds. 
Under water the buoyance makes it 
seem light, but it is clumsy #love the 
surface.

‘The big tri-motored monoplane car- 
rying Mrs, Lindbergh as _a passenger 
covered approximately 715 miles after 
taking off from’ Tulsa, Okla., this 
morning. It was the third day in the 
air for the mother of the “lone eagle” 
sinee she left Detroit. 

In entering the land which is fet- 
ing her son for -bis non-stop flight 
from Washington to the Mexican capi- 
tal and his conquest of the Atlantic 
ocean, Mrs. Lindbergh will fly down 
the gulf coast to Tampico, the route 
taken by Colonel Lindbergh. From 
Tampico the Mexican capital is a 
flight of several hours inland. 

. Two Stops Are Made. 

Two stops were made today om the 
flight from ‘Tulsa, where the plane 
took off at 7:45 a. m. Forty-six 
minutes was spent at Dallas and 
about an hour at San Antonio. Fuel 
was taken aboard at each stop. 

At San Antonio Mrs. Lindbergh 
landed at Kelly field, where her son 
learned to fly as a cadet in the army 
air service. She was greeted by Ma- 
jor General Ernest Hinds, commander 
of the eighth corps area, and had 
luncheon at the Aviation club, at 
which Lindbergh received his wings 
in 1925. 

The distance from Brownsville to 
Tampico is approximately 250 miles. 
The airline from the Mexican port 
to the capital is about 230 miles.

Ga., December 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mrs. Herschel Knight, 40, is 
being held in Floyd county jail here 
on a murder warrant in the death of 
her husband, of abont ie 1@ age, 
who died claiming that he had shot 
himself accidentally. A veil of secrecy 
has beeh thrown about the investiga- 
tion by. Sheriff 0. L. Betts and Solic- 
itor General Fred Kelley. 

Sheriff Betts tonight made known 
that he had obtained witnesses though 
he declined to give their names. He 


declared also that his investigation | 


has established a motive but this also, 
he refused to divulge. 

Sheriff Betts said that the Knights 
were estranged, and that while Mrs. 
Knight had been living in their home 
on Dyke's ereek near here, her hus- 
band had been maintaining separate 
quarters in Rome.

On the night of the sbeoting he 
said, Mrs. Knight came to Rome and 
took Knight home with her. Further 
than that, the sheriff would not out- 
line the results of his probe. 


Knight was fatally wounded in the 
abdomen by a pistol shot last Wed- 
nesday.

Knight, however, stoutly declared 
that hs wife had nothing to do with 
the shooting. He said that he had 
géne to the chicken house to investi- 
gate a disturbance, and that on his 
way back to the house the pistol had 
fired accidentally while be was twirl- 
ing it on his forefinger. 

Mrs. Knight concurred in this. 

On Monday Knight died and the 
charge against Mrs. Knight was 
changed to murder. A date for a pre- 
liminary hearing has not been set, and 
the Floyd county superior court will 
not convene until January 9, at which 
time it is expected that indictments 
wil] be returned against Mrs. Kuight.

SOME HOPE SEEN 
FOR SIX VICTIMS 


Navy Officers - Explain 
That Entombed Men 
Prepared for Ingress of 
Air Through Valve. 


Washington, December 21. 
in charge of rescue work at the 
S-4 disaster, advised the navy 
department tonight that air was 
being pumped into the torpedo 
room of the submarine in which 
six men were imprisoned. 

The admiral’s message said Divers 
Wilson and Eiben*had made an air 
connection with the listening de- 
vice valve leading to the torpedo 
room and that in his opinion “there 
is no reasonable doubt that air be- 
gan going into the torpedo room 
about 10 o’clock.” 

As soon 4s the connection was 
made the préssure in the torpedo 
room was pumped up to four 
pounds and then vented, or slack- 
ened down, the message said, add- 
ing that the artificial breathing,’ 
pouring in fresh dir and withdraw- 


ing the carbon dioxide thrown off - - a 


from the lungs of the imprisoned 
men, would be continued. , 
Find Basis for- Hope. 

The admiral expressed no opinion 
whether the six men wete alive or 
dead, but naval officers found in bis 
dispatch basis for hope that the life 
giving air had not arrivéd too late. 

Brumby’s message said the fact that 
air was reaching the submarine 
“shows men in the torpedo room either 
shipped portable listening gear or took 
off the cap and propped slipper valve 
open.” 

Prepare for Air. 

Navay officers. here explained that 
the entombed’ men, aware that efforts 
were being made to rescae them, pre- 
pared for ingress of the air through 
the listening gear valve by removing 
the equipment and propping the valve 
open. Whether they had done that.

ADMIRAL BRUMBY 
PUSHES RESCUE WORK. 

Provincetown, Mass... December 21. 
(#)—Divers. working in relays to- 
night frantically pressed efforts to 
rescue the six men imprisoned in the 
torpedo room of the sunken subma- 
rine S-4. At 9:30 o'clock seven divers 
had been down to the wreck in efforts 
to lead an air hose to the prison 
chamber. 

While hope was admitted slight that 
a spark of life stil] lingered in the 
men immured in the dark and airless 
bull since last Saturday afternoon, 
naval officers directing rescue work, 
strove to determine the condition of | 
the imprisoned men. 

Working Hard. Says Brumby. 

As diver after diver. went down in| 
the work of attaching an air line to| 
the torpedo room, Rear Admiral; 
Frank H. Brumby, directing the op- 
eration, said: 

“We are going as hard and as fast} 
as we can. Things have not progressed 
to such an extent that we can make 
any determination ag to results, how- 


ever.” 
Two Plans Offered. 

First, the divers will attach an air| 
line to the S-C tube, or listening tube, 
of the submarine. If the men inside! 
have adiusted their listening device. 
air wil! be blown in through this line 
in an effort to revive the unconscious 
victims. If the valve inside is closed, 
however, the air cannot he sent in. 

The method then will be to drill a 
“hole in the torpedo room hatch with 
a compressed air drill, and then at- 
tach the air line. In either event, 
should the six men or anv of them 
revive, hot soup will be poured 
through the air hose. 

After a day wasted so far as rescue 
work was concerned, by the fact that 
recent gales had broken a buoy line 
and caused the submarine to be 
“lost,” actual rescue work began after 
5 o'clock, when Diver D. M. Bird 
went down to the snbmarine after it 
had been located by grappling.

The minister's wife, complaining 
about the bed wetting habit of a fine 
strapping lad of 15 years, remarks 
that every doctor the boy's parents 
have consulted about the trouble -has 
dismissed them with the assurance 
that “Oh, he'll get over that in time.” 

This reminds me of a similar case. 
A boy of 18 years, a fine fellow, in 
his last year in high school, an ath- 
lete and football star, was made un- 
happy by this same habit. His par- 
ents, too, had somewhat timidly spok- 
en to various physicians about it, 
and their complaint had never been 
taken very seriously. Worse still, they 
had “tried” several kinds of nostrums, 
quack treatments and even charms in 
the vain hope of correcting the habit. 
Now the boy was in line for a certain 
appointment which would take him 
away from home, give him a fine edu- 
cation and an assured position in life. 
He had this prize in his grasp, but 
he could not accept it because of his 
handicap, No wonder the boy was un- 
happy. 

There was absolutely nothing the 
matter with this boy. He was as 
nearly perfect physically and mentally 
as the fondest parent could wish, He 
just happened to have developed the 
habit of wetting the bed. It would 
take a keen psychologist to explain 
why, say, most children, by the time 
they reach the age of 3 years, get 
into the habit of not wetting the bed, 
though a certain number of cchildren 
at this time acquire a fixed habit of 
wetting the bed.

Review of Year's Business — 
Shows Securities in Lead 


Washington, December 21.—(4)— 
The American world of finance was 
more active during the last year in 
transaction of securities than in com- 
mercial business, the federal reserve 
board reported today in review of 
1927 covering operations of the fed- 
eral reserv® s“stem. 

While commercial credit decreased 
by $230,000,000, loans on securities 
increased by $796,000,000, reflecting 
the increased use of credit by the se- 
curity markets. 

“This decline in commercial loans,” 
the board said, “reflects the somewhat 
smaller volume of production and 
trade in 1927, compared with 1926, 
and the lower level of prices at which 
business has been transacted 

Commercial Loans Drop. 

“During recent weeks banking de- 
velopments have been characterized by 
a continued growth in the outstanding 
volume of bank credit. Commercial 
loans have been declining slightly since 
the middle of October, when they 
reached their season peak, but loans 
an securities and inyestménts have 
continued to increase. 

“The total volume of loans and in- 
vestments of member banks in lead- 
ing cities reached $21,500,000,000 in 
November and was larger than in any 
previous month, Since November of 
last year this Amount has increased by 
7.4 per cent; compared with an in- 
crease of about 2.2 per cent in the 
vear ending in November, 1926, and 
5.5 per cent a year earlier. 

“Thus the growth in the volume of 
metnber bank credit in leading cities 
has been larger during the past year 
than in either of the two preceding 
years, though not as large as in the 
year ending November, 1924, when it 
was 124 per cent. 

“The rapid growth of member bank 
credit this year has not been due to 
an increase so-called ‘all other 
loans,’ which comprise loans for com- 
mercial, agricultural and industrial 
urposes as well as real estate loans.

“Another part of the open market 
which has reflected the growth of 
available short-time funds in Nev 
York has been the acceptance mar- 
ket. According to the latest figures 
collected by the acceptance council, 
the total volume of outstanding ac- 
ceptance: jn November of this year 
is about, $1,000,000,000, a langer fig- 
ure than at any previous time. The 
large volume of acceptances outstand- 
ing in this country ha& been the result 
in part of lower rates on bankers’ 
bills in the the New York market, 
compared with the London market 
and the consequent increased propor- 
tion of this country’s exports, which 
was financed by dollar acceptances 
rather than by sterling acceptances. 

Funds Abundant.

These included officials and 
employees of the soviet consulate, of- 
ficials of the Russian Dahl bank 
and others charged with soviet agita- 
tion in nationalist territory.
